Fritz Spandenberg of the German 
Navy at the Trinity Lutheran Church 
in Astoria, Oregon, on a Sunday eve- 
ning a few months ago. 

He and his command of 125 German 
sailors had arrived by plane in Port- 
land, Oregon, and gone directly to 
Tongue Point U. S. Naval Base at 
Astoria, Oregon. This spring the flag 
of the German Federal Government is 
flying for the first time over a naval 
vessel in the Pacific Ocean area at 
Tongue Point, where these men are 
preparing three LST tank landing ships 
that have been purchased by the Ger- 
man Republic. 

As soon as the Astoria ALCW be- 
came aware of the presence of the 
German sailors in their midst, the 
wheels were put in motion. What can 
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The German navy contingent, | 
probably the most popular foreign 
navy group ever to visit this area, 
jis scheduled to depart Tongue 
Point on board three former US 
LST’s at 8 a.m. Tuesday. 

The commanding officers of the 
three vessels are holding a recep- 
tion on board the A-1405, formerly 
the USS LST 1101, at pier 6, Tongue 
Point, from 6:30 to 8:30 p. m.,/ 
Monday. 

_ Most of the group of 124 men 
arrived here in mid-November. | 
Since their arrival, the Germans 
became increasingly popular as 
a result of their many activities 
in the community, including do- 
nations to the Triumph-Mermaid 
memorial fund, and the appear- 
ances locally-of their choir, which 
performed here and as far away 
as Seattle. ; } 

After leaving here, the group will | 
sail to San Diego, and then proceed | 
down the coast, through the Pana-| 
ma Canal, and on to Bremerhaven, | 
Germany. ee 






















we do to make their stay in our coun- 
try more pleasant, we thought. How 
can we show them the heart of our na- 
tion—the home and the church? 

Late in 1960 when Korean and Ecua- 
dorian sailors had been in Astoria the 
ALCW had invited them personally to 
their church and homes. Much joy was 
realized in this service toward better 
international relationships. Remem- 
bering this, it was decided to invite the 
German sailors for a buffet supper and 
fellowship hour in our church one 
Sunday evening while they were sta- 
tioned here. 

With great pleasure the ladies set 
about making plans when they were 
told to expect more than one hundred 
sailors for morning services as well as 
at the evening fellowship affair. 


At 5 p.m. a buffet supper was served 
to 250 people. Enthusiasm was at a 
high peak as members, children, and 
German sailors mingled and visited. 
Language was no barrier particularly, 
since the Germans spoke English. 

During the fellowship hour the 
church choir sang, honoring the guests, 
The German commanding officer ex- 
pressed his gratitude in their behalf 
and then introduced the German 
chorus. 


This was indeed the high point of the 
evening as sailors seated among the 
congregation came forward and sang 
two rousing marching songs and two 
favorite German melodies. The eve- 
ning concluded with the movie Martin 
Luther, which was filmed in Germany. 

Thus the Astoria ALCW ventured 
out on a hospitality mission to the for- 
eigners in their midst. It is their 
prayer that others in the community 
may realize this opportunity for serv- 
ice. When the sailors returned on fol- 
lowing Sundays to attend the worship 
services, there was competition to see 
who could obtain them as guests in 
their home! The German chorus later 
gave concerts in Seattle, Washington, 
and Portland and Astoria, Oregon, as 
well as appearing on TV. 

Opportunities are unlimited for serv- 
ice through action by members of 
churchwomen’s organizations, The 
heart of hospitality is Christian love, 
whether it be shown to a neighbor, an 
international student, or a foreign 
serviceman who needs befriending. 

As Christians we remember God’s 
command that “the stranger who so- 
journs with you shall be to you as the 
native among you and you shall love 
him as yourself.” (Lev. 19:34)

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Dear Friends: “~ APY 1D geet 

- I feel somewhat like the old, well-known phrase that says, 
Friends, Romans, Countrymen! Lend me your ears!" But it is about 
time I should get a general report off to the many, many friends who 

have expressed such kindly interest and concern in my well-being -- 
so, thanks to Esther Petersen and her trusty mimeo, here I come. 

My school days are slightly longer than most, because I have 
3-4 piano students each school day (15 in all) from 3:30 on. Now, 
at 5:50, I am home from school; which is 13 to 2 blocks from the house 
where I live. Feeling the need for a "snack", I just helped myself 
to a couple of bananas off the stalk on the back porch, There are 
usually one or two full stalks hanging there in various stages of 
ripeness, and are they ever good. They are smaller than the ones we 
have in the states, but much more flavorful, too. 

As I came home this evening, I was impressed anew at the 
manner in which poinsettas grow here, almost like weeds. Unlike Cali- 
fornia's poinsettas, these do not tend to be at all rangy, and their 
color is as vivid a red as you can imagine. 

At the moment I am teaching 24 youngsters in grades 1-2-3, 
while Mrs. Anne Hall, t»eir regular teacher, is engrossed in the study 
of Swahili. So far, I know enough to say "Jambo" which is any and all 
forms of "howdy" that you are in the habit of using. I hope soon to 
become more articulate, for an African gentleman has agreed to teach 
me Swahili. He promises to be a demanding teacher, but I.like that. 

The House where I live has a very nice lawn (richt now, when 
it's rainy, at least) and very colorful borders of flowers, which 
include bright yellow coreopsis, red geraniums, all the magenta shades 
that only zinnias can produce, red poinsettas and the browns and 
oranges of our crinkly-button-type marigolds. Some places have large 
beds of red-orange cannas. Here and there, seemingly wild, are huge 
bushes of purple and red-purple bougainvillea. When it rains, this 
is a very colorful country. 

Before I came, many were the questions atout the "rainy 
season", When the decision has been made in whatever place such 
affairs are determined, there is no fooling around :!th "Oregon 
Mist," the leaky-faucet type of drizzle all day, or the wetter-than- 
wet cloud that just won't get off the ground. Indeed not! The rain 
comes down in drops the size of a child's teacup, sometimes for over 
an hour at a time, and on our tin roofs, the result is similar to what 
it must be like inside a snare drum beating out double time. School 
teaching simply ceases, and everyone just enjoys a happy "busy time." 
(Here, room libraries are a must!) #ithin an hour after the rain has 
ceased, the sun may be out and shining as though nothing had ever 
happened!

The only visible garment he wears is a 
too-big shirt, the tails of which flop around his knees, and the side 
seams of which are ripped to the waist revealing, as he runs, a very 
naked, dark brown body beneath.

Dress among the Africans varies withthe individual. Our 
janitor at school, for example, wears a long, mother Hubbardtype of 
dress of green, whacked off just below the knees, and, unlike most of 
his (yes, he's a man) countymen, he wears shoes. Most Africans wear 
some type of "shuka," which more closely resembles a very colorful ° 
table cloth, than anything else I can liken it to. 

Hyenas abound here to the point that all pets must be 
brought inside at night if they are to be alive in the morning. I have 
yet.to hear or to see one, however. About a week ago, about midnight, 
I was sure I.really heard the "fisi" asthey are called in Swahili. 
Telling about it at the breakfast table the following morning, I was 
rathor prosaically informed I had heard the "overtones" of a death 
dance. So I've still not heard the fisi. 

Most of our food here is pretty American, even down to "hot 
dogs." These, however, are inclined to long-skinny shapes, and are 
quite a bit drier than their American cousins. The flavor is some- 
what strange, too. Many of our common vegetables grow here; corn, 
carrots, beets, radishes, lettuce, string-beans, peas, and potatoes. 
The flavor is not quite the same as at home, and root vegetables tend 
to be woody in texture. But none-the-less, they are very good, and 
are eaten with great relish. 

Water faucets here come in one kind, cold. At school, of 
course, there is hot water. But most other places have just running 
water. But at noon on a warm day, a nice warm bath is veryobtainable, 
because our water pipes are on the surface, and sun-warmed. All 
water used internally must be boiled, however. 

For now, my very heartiest greetings to each and every one 
of you, and may you enjoy God's richest blessings. Please remember 
me in your prayers, along with all the missionaries "laboring in the 
fields." ‘ie both covet and treasure your prayers for all of us.

are really having to work at it, but I am very happy for the opportunitye It is 
so wonderful to be working under the conditions where the Bible is a textbook. 

As part of our lmsuage learning, we are reading and translating, line by line, the 
Book of Mark in the Swahili Bibles Sounds difficult? It ise But it is also most 
rewardinge 


You folks who like maps and far-away places, "hear ye this." Hach day that high 

tide matches our hours at home, we go swimming in the Indian Ocean which laps gently 
at the shore, just about 100! from the front porch of the house where i'm livinge 
Surf, such as we know in the Northwest, seems to be unknown heree And the temper- 
ature of the water always equals, and sometimes exceeds the temperature of a nice 
warm tub bathe Some days the sand is so hot one wears shoes for protectione The 
sand is quite coarse in texture, and very whitee Ifa stiff breeze is blowing, the 
particles of sand sting as they are blown against the bodye It's a strange sensations 


There are fair multitudes of many kinds of sea shells in every hue the imagination 
can call forthe When the tide is out, there is nearly a mile of beach exposede 
Wherever coral formations bread through the sand, one may find many inhabilted shells 
of fantastic shapes, sizes and colors in the tidepoolse Little tropical fish abound, 
tooe It is most startling to come upon a tidepool fairly alive with lemon-yellow 
fish wearing lines of jet black around themselves, or to find slightly larger fish 
in iridescent blues, having luminous fins and body lines of bright blue. Yes, I 
spend quite a bit of time hunting shells, talking Swahili to myself as I go, that 

I need not feel I am wasting times 





We know what rainy weather is in Astoria, but we don't know anything about humidity, 
except when it's lacking in the dry seasone Here, and It's the rainy season now, 
average daily humidity ranges in the 90% brackete Clothing feels damp and clammy 
as a matter of coursee The absolute minimum in clothing is the rule, yet but very 
few women wear shorts or pants (trousers) of any sort, while the men wear shorts 
entirely, except for formal occasionse ‘Ve are fortunate to have our classes in air- 
conditioned roomse 


Der is a city having a population of about 150,000 peoplee Yet at an African Girls’ 
School about 20 miles distant, their chief animal pests are huge, hairy, saucer~ 
sized black spiders (poisonous, but not deadly) and lions that prowl around the 
houses at night. At least, they have not lovers! lane problems! Coconut trees are 
as common as alder trees in the Northweste 


African fishing boats are true dhows, having one or two outriggers, and using a 
single triangular sail, with the apex of the triangle at the base of the maste 
They make a beautiful picure, but one is not tempted to take up fishing as the 
safest occupations 


Bicycles are very common, but the loads conveyed on them are phenominal For the 
building of supporting frames or concrete forms, the 2x4's we use at home are here 
replaced by gnarled but fairly straight saplings of 2" or 3" diameters It is strange 
to see huge stacks of supposed firewood material being used for temporary constructio:

Church Women Adopt Tongue Point Groups 


Three years ago women of 
Trinity Lutheran Church, Astoria, 
began a service to living groups at 
the Tongue Point Job Corps Center 
in Astoria. This led to other church 
groups in the area doing the same 
thing, with the result that all 
dormitory units at the point have 
now been adopted. 

The Trinity program began 
when the center housed boys and 
included a monthly party in the 
dormitory and invitations to 
services and special events at 
Trinity and to Sunday and holiday 
dinners with families of the 
congregation. 

Now that the center has been 


coriverted into a training center for 
women, Trinity has adopted 
Residence Unit 5, a group of 90.
